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These  words,  worn  by  ages  of  use,  will  be  repeated  many  times  over  in  the 
days  of  this  season.  Few  throughout  the  world  will  hear  or  speak  them  without  the 
genuine  wish  that  they  were  true  indeed.  Yet  they  are  words  only  of  hope,  shad- 
owed by  man's  making  an  arsenal  of  the  earth. 

In  what  action  can  man  engage  to  reconcile  the  conflicting  ideas  and  beliefs 
which  lead  to  war?  Some  believe  that  communication  is  that  action  and  hope. 
KPFA  was  originated  as  an  instrument  for  the  communication  of  men's  conflicting 
beliefs,  in  the  conviction  that  differences  are  not  solved  by  bombs  but  by  living 
with  the  contradictions  inherent  in  being  alive.  This  we  sometimes  call  under- 
standing. Some  call  it  love  for  truth,  with  its  accompanying  compassion  that 
reconciles  men  when  they  cannot  understand  each  other. 

KPFA,  in  nine  years  of  broadcasting,  has  provided  a  voice  not  only  for  pre- 
vailing beliefs,  but  for  unpopular  ones;  not  only  for  the  ideas  of  the  majority,  but 
of  minorities;  not  only  for  sincere  believers  in  the  status  quo,  but  for  dissenters. 
Trusting  in  the  essential  intelligence  of  every  listener  and  his  ability  to  sift  truth 
from  falsehood  in  the  juxtaposition  of  views,  KPFA  has  steadily  maintained  those 
values  not  only  in  word,  but  in  deed.  We  believe  in  this  principle  is  our  hope  for 
peace. 

And  so,  in  wishing  you  "peach  and  goodwill"  this  season,  we  trust  the  words 
are  rich  in  meaning,  and  fraught  with  promise. 
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Listeners  in  certain  parts  of  the  East  Bay     who  have  difficulty  receiving  KPFA  clearly    may  hear 

all  of  these  programs  on  KPFB  at  89.3  mc.
